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FISCAL ANALYSIS

ASSUMPTION

Officials from the Office of State Courts Administrator, Office of Attorney General, and the
Office of Prosecution Services assume the proposed legislation would have no fiscal impact on
their agencies.

Officials from the Office of the State Public Defender assume that existing staff could provide
representation for those few cases arising where the indigent persons were charged with the
enhanced crime of aiding an escape of a prisoner.  However, passage of more than one similar
bill would require the State Public Defender System to request increased appropriations to cover
the cumulative cost of representing the indigent accused in the additional cases.

Officials from the Department of Corrections (DOC) assume the proposed legislation upgrades
the existing crime of aiding an escape of a prisoner from a class D Felony to a class B Felony. 
Currently, the sentence for a class D Felony is two to five years and for a class B Felony is five to
fifteen years.  Therefore, starting in FY 2003, this proposal could add ten years to a defendant’s
sentence.

Oversight assumes the proposal could result in additional costs for supervision and care by the
DOC.  Although unknown, the amount would likely be less than $100,000 in FY 2003,
but could exceed that amount thereafter.

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DESCRIPTION

This proposal increases the penalty for aiding in the escape of a prisoner being held in custody or
confinement on the basis of a felony charge or conviction from a class D to a class B felony.

This legislation is not federally mandated, would not duplicate any other program, and would not
require additional capital improvements or rental space.
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
